1980  is  one  year  that  could  easily  be  left  out  of  the  history  of  Willow  Glen 
High  School.  Because  of  the  many  problems  that  occurred  during  the  year, 
apathetic  attitudes  were  shared  by  a  majority  of  the  students. 

In  September  seniors  registered  for  school  only  to  find  their  dreams  of  the 
final  year  shattered.  Sixteen  teachers  had  been  laid  off  or  transferred,  class 
offerings  were  reduced,  counselors  were  nowhere  to  be  found,  activities  were 
cut  back,  and  computer  registration  was  in  full  effect. 

As  sophomores,  the  present  seniors  experienced  a  Willow  Glen  that 
sophomores  today  will  never  know.  The  class  of  '80  was  introduced  to  a 
school  full  of  spirit,  activities,  opportunities,  and  life  for  their  first  year.
